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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Hube et al or 
Fenstemaker et al fail to teach separate .communication interfaces for requesting enablement and transmitting a key to enable the feature 
and further fail to teach a centralized facility as having a computer programmed to receive a host ID input that corresponds to a physical 
location of the device. Examiner disagrees. As discussed in the previous office action Hube teaches transmitting electronic request via a 
public communication interface (i.e., wide are networks) (see for example; col 10, In 15-26 and In 39-44). Fenstemaker teaches 
transmission of a software key is via a private communication interface (i.e., email, phone, facsimile) such that the private 
communication interface connects the centralized facility to the device [col. 3, lines 1-5, and col. 5, lines 1-12]. Examiner would also point 
out that Fenstemaker teaches a method of enabling device features by requesting and receiving a key from a remote location [see 
abstract, col. 3, In 29-38], including receiving a host ID input (i.e., unique device ID), wherein the host ID corresponds to a physical 
location of the device (see for example, Ethernet Hardware id) [col. 3, In 31-40, and col. 4 In 45-57, col. 5 In 1-13]. Examiner asserts that 
the combination of Hube and Fenstemaker teaches the claimed limitations, therefore the rejection is respectfully maintained. 
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
